Either House may order the printing of a 
document not already provided for by law, 
but or.ly when the same shall be accompa¬ 
nied by an climate from the Public Printer 
as to the pr. ible cost thereof. Any execu¬ 
tive deu.-irrmc-it, bureau, board or Independ¬ 
ent office of the Government submitting re¬ 
port:* or documents !n response io Inquiries 
from Congress shall submit therewith an 
estimate of the probable cost of printing the 
usual number. Nothing in this section re¬ 
lating to estimates shall apply to reports or 
documents not exceeding 60 pages (C,S. 
Code, title 44. sec. 140. p. 1933). 

Resolutions for printing extra copies, when 
presented to either House, shall be referred 
Immediately to the Committee on House 
Administration of the House of Representa¬ 
tives or the Committee or. Rules and Admin¬ 
istration of the Senate, who. in making their 
report, shall give the probable cost of the 
proposed printing upon the estimate of the 
Public Printer, and no extra copies shall be 
printed before such committee has reported 
(U.S. Code, title 44. see. 133, p 1937).

Dr, 
Douglass’s messages may bb 
heard In more than 30 cities from 
coast to coast and Detroit has 10 
such "stations.”
